To  the  Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief : 

Sir — The  Legislature  having  organized  the  active 
uniformed  militia  into  one  brigade,  consisting  of  thirty- 
eight  companies  of  not  more  than  sixty  enlisted  men 
each,  to  be  styled  the  Maryland  National  Guard  (Acts 
1886,  chapter  162),  the  following-named  regiment,  bat- 
talions and  companies  were  designated  as  forming  said 
brigade  : 

Fifth  Regiment  Infantry,  ten  companies,  Baltimore 
city  ;  the  Baltimore  Light  Infantry,  three  companies, 
Baltimore  city  ;  Ringgold  Rifle  Corps,  one  company, 
Baltimore  city ;  Leonardtown  Rifles,  one  company, 
Leonardtown  ;  Governor's  Guard,  one  company,  Annap- 
olis ;  Groome  Guard,  one  company,  Elkton  ;  Towson 
Guards,  one  company,  Towson  ;  Bond  Guards,  one  com- 
pany, Catonsville  ;  Kent  Guards,  one  company,  Ches- 
tertown ;  Frederick  Rifles,  one  company,  Frederick ; 
Hagerstown  Light  Infantry,  one  company,  Hagers- 
town ;  Linganore  Guards,  one  company,  Unionville ; 
Williamsport  Light  Infantry,  one  company,  Williams- 
port  ;  Voltigueurs,  one  company,  Cumberland  ;  Hamil- 
ton Light  Infantry,  one  company,  Cumberland  ;  Garrett 
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Guards,  one  company,  Oakland  ;  Company  D,  one  com- 
pany, Frostburg ;  Lloyd  Guards,  one  company,  Cam- 
bridge ;  Waverly  Guards,  one  company,  "Waverly ; 
Howard  Zouaves,  one  company,  Baltimore  city  ;  Talbot 
County  Guards,  one  company,  Easton  ;  Allegany  County 
Guards  (colored),  one  company,  Cumberland  ;  Monu- 
mental City  Guards  (colored),  one  company,  Baltimore 
city  ;  Baltimore  Rifles  (colored),  one  company,  Balti- 
more city,  and  one  company  each  in  Calvert,  Charles 
and  Prince  George's  counties. 

The  brigade  was  formed  into  regiments,  battalions 
and  independent  companies  by  order  of  the  Governor 
and  Commander-in-Chief,  under  the  provisions  of  said 
Act. 

The  Bond  Guards,  Kent  Guards  and  Williamsport 
Light  Infantry  becoming  disintegrated  and  no  longer 
fit  for  service,  were  disbanded.  The  last-named,  how- 
ever, was  replaced  by  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  by 
the  Jackson  Guards,  a  new  company  formed  in  Belair. 

At  present  the  command  is  organized  as  follows  : 

First  Regiment  Infantry,  Col.  L.  Allison  Wilmer, 
nine  companies — Frederick  Rifles,  Company  A;  Hagers- 
town  Light  Infantry,  Company  B;  Linganore  Guards, 
Company  C;  Jackson  Guards,  Company  D;  Charles 
County  Company,  Company  E;  Governor's  Guards. 
Company  G;  Waverly  Guards,  Company  H;  Towson 
Guards,  Company  I,  and  Howard  Zouaves,  Company  K. 

Fifth  Regiment  Infantry,  Col.  W.  A.  Boykin,  ten 
companies. 

Second  Battalion  Infantry,  Lieut. -Col.  George  A. 
Pearre,  four  companies— Voltigueurs,  Company  A;  Gar- 
rett Guards,  Company  B:  Hamilton  Light  Infantry, 
Company  C,  and  Company  D,  Frostburg. 

Third  Battalion  Infantry,  Lieut. -Col.  James  L.  Wool- 
ford,  five  companies — Groome  Guards,  Company  A; 
Prince   George's   Rifles,   Company   B;    Talbot   County 
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Guards,  Company  C;  Lloyd  Guards,  Company  D,  and 
Calvert  County  Company,  Company  E. 

Fourth  Battalion  Infantry  (Baltimore  Light  Infan- 
try), four  companies— Companies  A,  B,  C,  and  Ring- 
gold Rifle  Corps,  Company  D. 

Monumental  City  Guards,  Capt.  W.  R.  Spencer,  inde- 
pendent colored  company. 

Baltimore  Rifles,  Capt.  George  M.  Matthews,  inde- 
pendent colored  company. 

Allegany  County  Guards,  Capt.  Frederick  Burgee, 
independent  colored  company. 

Company  E,  Third  Battalion,  and  Company  E,  First 
Regiment  Infantry,  are  in  such  condition  they  are  no 
longer  of  service  to  the  State,  and  orders  will  shortly 
be  issued  for  their  disbandment.  By  Act  of  1890, 
chapter  231,  a  company  styled  2d  Company,  Howard 
Zouaves,  will  replace  one  of  these  companies,  thus 
leaving  the  brigade  with  thirty-four  companies.  To 
replace  these  four  companies  an  Act  of  Assembly  will 
be  necessary,  as  under  the  existing  law  no  vacancies 
can  be  filled  otherwise. 

The  whole  force  is  in  an  effective  condition;  but  some 
of  the  commands,  notably  the  Second  Battalion  and  the 
three  colored  companies,  are  still  in  some  respects  not 
equipped  sufficiently  to  bring  them  up  to  the  proper 
standard.  In  the  near  future,  however,  all  will  be 
placed  on  an  equal  footing. 

The  distribution  of  the  troops  is  not  as  satisfactory  as 
might  be,  and  a  reorganization  will  shortly  be  sug- 
gested to  the  Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief  such 
as  the  interests  of  the  service  seem  to  demand. 

On  October  5  and  6,  1890,  the  Second  Battalion  was 
inspected  at  Oakland  and  exercised  in  rifle  practice. 
The  fine  physique  and  sturdy,  military  appearance  of 
the  men  were  all  that  could  be  desired,  and  with  a 
better  equipment  will,  under  the  command  of  such  a 
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thorough  and  accomplished  officer  as  Lieut. -Col.  Pearre, 
compare  favorably  with  any  of  the  National  Guard. 

On  Thanksgiving  Day  of  last  year  the  brigade  was 
assembled  in  Baltimore  city  by  Brig. -Gen.  Stewart 
Brown,  commanding,  for  parade,  inspection  and  review. 
Its  general  appearance  and  bearing  were  most  favorably 
commented  on,  no  such  showing  having  been  made  for 
years  past. 

This  being  the  year  in  which  the  biennial  encamp- 
ment of  the  National  Guard  is  required  by  law  to  be 
held,  a  board  of  officers  was  detailed  early  in  the  season 
to  select  and  report  for  approval  a  proper  site  for  the 
same.  After  examining  many  points  in  different  sec- 
tions of  the  State  with  a  view  to  adaptability,  and 
especially  with  a  due  regard  to  healthfulness,  it  was 
decided  to  recommend  Loreley,  a  station  on  the  Phila- 
delphia Division  of  the  B.  and  O.  R.  R.,  in  Balti- 
more county,  as  in  every  way  most  desirable.  The 
action  of  the  board  being  approved,  orders  were  accord- 
ingly issued  directing  the  encampment  of  all  but  the 
three  colored  companies  to  be  held  for  ten  days  begin- 
ning July  9th.  Promptly  on  the  day  designated  the 
whole  command  reported  on  the  ground  to  Brigadier- 
General  Stewart  Brown,  commanding,  and  settled  down 
to  the  routine  of  camp  life.  With  a  proper  allowance 
of  time  for  relaxation,  every  hour  was  devoted  to  in- 
struction in  all  the  duties  of  the  soldier,  and  it  is  safe  to 
say  that  for  every  dollar  expended  the  State  is  amply 
repaid.  It  was  a  matter  of  regret  that,  owing  to  the 
large  attendance,  it  became  necessary  to  make  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  pay  of  thirty  per  cent,  in  order  to  meet  the 
current  expenses  of  the  year. 

The  three  colored  companies  were  ordered  into  camp 
on  July  25th,  for  ten  days,  at  Parole,  near  Annapolis, 
and  placed  under  command  of  Capt.  Robert  P.  Brown, 
5th   Regiment   Infantry.     The  manner  in  which  this 
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temporary  battalion  acquitted  itself  was  worthy  of 
praise,  performing  all  the  duties  of  the  camp  with  en- 
thusiasm and  intelligence. 

The  War  Department  detailed  as  inspector  at  both  of 
these  encampments  Capt.  S.  T.  Hamilton,  2d  U.  S.  Cav- 
alry, who  gave  all  his  time  and  attention  to  the  duties 
imposed  on  him  and  rendered  invaluable  service  to  the 
troops.  From  his  report  to  the  department,  a  copy  of 
which  is  annexed  hereto,  it  will  be  seen  how  conscien- 
tiously, intelligently  and  thoroughly  he  performed 
his  duties,  and  thereby  earned  the  thanks  of  all  with 
whom  he  was  associated. 

Annexed  hereto  will  be  found  an  itemized  account  of 
the  cost  of  each  encampment. 

There  are  many  disadvantages  attending  the  location 
of  different  camp  grounds  for  the  National  guard,  and 
in  this  connection  I  beg  to  repeat  what  was  stated  in 
my  last  report  : 

"Aboard  of  officers  was  convened  last  spring  charged 
with  the  duty  of  visiting  various  points  in  the  State 
with  the  object  of  recommending  to  this  department  a 
suitable  location  for  a  camp.  Amongst  other  localities 
inspected  was  that  of  Old  Fort  Frederick,  near  the  Po- 
tomac river,  in  Washington  county,  a  few  miles  distant 
from  Hancock.  This  property  was,  however,  found  to 
be  impraticable,  owing  to  its  inaccessibility,  being  too 
remote  from  the  railroad.  It  appears  from  what  in- 
formation can  be  gathered  that  it  still  belongs  to  the 
State,  but  for  many  years  has  been  in  possession  of  cer- 
tain parties  who  till  the  soil."  It  comprises  one  hun- 
dred and  forty-nine  acres,  and  was  conveyed  to  the 
State  of  Maryland  in  1756  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a 
fort  thereon. 

As  a  railroad  is  being  constructed  and  nearly  com- 
pleted, running  from  Williamsport  to  Cherry  Run,  on 
the  B.  &  O.  R.  R.,  passing  by  this  property,  it  is  respect- 
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fully  urged  that  the  State  retake  possession  of  the  same 
and  make  it  a  permanent  camp-ground  for  the  National 
Guard.  By  the  erection  of  a  cheap  building  for  a  keeper, 
and  also  a  store-house  for  State  property,  a  saving  of 
money  could  be  made,  as  at  each  succeeding  encamp- 
ment lumber  and  many  other  articles  have  to  be  pur- 
chased, to  be  sold  on  breaking  camp  at  such  prices  as 
can  be  obtained.  The  ground  is  represented  as  in  every 
respect  suitable  for  the  purpose,  and  the  health  of  the 
men  would  be  greatly  promoted  by  the  change  to  this 
mountain  climate. 

On  the  sixth  day  of  October  last  there  was  held  at 
Cumberland  a  celebration  and  trades'  display  which 
was  participated  in  by  the  Second  Battalion,  under  com- 
mand of  Lieut. -Col.  George  A.  Pearre,  and  the  Fourth 
Battalion,  under  Lieut  .-Col.  Willard  Howard.  Although 
the  former  suffered  somewhat  by  comparison,  by  reason 
of  scanty  outfit,  as  above  explained,  yet  in  regard  to 
soldierly  bearing  and  marching,  shared  equally  in  the 
applause  of  all  who  witnessed  the  display. 

Having  been  requested  by  the  Military  Committee  of 
the  World's  Columbian  Exposition  to  detail  two  officers 
to  represent  the  National  Guard  at  a  meeting  to  be  held 
in  Chicago,  to  discuss  the  matter  of  arranging  for  a 
military  display  at  the  dedication  ceremonies  to  be  held 
in  October,  1892,  and  also  to  take  into  consideration  the 
part  to  be  taken  by  the  militia  of  the  several  States 
at  the  exposition  in  1893,  Col.  W.  A.  Boykin,  5th 
Regiment,  was  selected,  with  Lieut. -Col.  Willard  How- 
ard, Fourth  Battalion  as  alternate.  After  a  full  inter- 
change of  views  on  the  subject,  it  was  decided  that  only 
the  adjoining  States  should  participate  in  the  dedication 
ceremonies,  but  that  an  encampment  of  from  fifty 
thousand  to  one  hundred  thousand  troops  should  be 
held  in  the  vicinity  of  Chicago  for  the  period  of  fifteen 
days  during  the  summer  of  1893. 
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On  such  an  occasion  the  State  of  Maryland  cannot 
•decline  to  take  part  with  all  the  other  States  represented 
by  their  militia,  and  it  is  respectfully  asked  that  the 
Legislature  make  a  sufficient  appropriation  in  order  to 
present  a  creditable  appearance. 

A  public  subscription  was  made  by  the  business  men 
of  Baltimore  to  enable  the  5th  Regiment  to  visit,  on  the 
9th  of  last  November,  the  Inter-States'  Exposition,  held 
at  Raleigh,  N.  C.  It  is  needless  to  speak  of  the  fine  ap- 
pearance of  this  command  or  of  the  enthusiastic  wel- 
come with  which  it  was  greeted  by  the  good  people  of 
North  Carolina,  as  well  as  by  the  Virginians,  through 
whose  territory  it  passed. 

I  beg  to  invite  attention  to  the  subject  of  armories. 
That  of  the  5th  Regiment,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  is 
entirely  unfitted  for  this  growing  command,  so  that  it 
has  become  a  matter  of  necessity  that  ampler  quarters 
be  furnished.  An  effort  was  recently  made  to  induce 
the  City  Council  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  seventy  odd 
thousand  dollars  for  its  enlargement,  by  extending  the 
:side  and  rear  walls,  or  to  build  a  new  armory;  but  this 
was  met  by  a  grant  of  $5,000  only,  which  in  but  a  slight 
■degree  lessened  the  discomforts  under  which  the  Regi- 
ment is  laboring. 

The  armory,  so  called,  occupied  by  the  Fourth  Bat- 
talion, also  in  Baltimore  city,  was  formerly  used  as  a 
.skating  rink,  and  at  present  is  nothing  better  than  a 
leaky  shed,  without  proper  and  necessary  heating  ap-, 
paratus,  and  not  even  fit  for  the  protection  of  arms 
.and  uniforms.  There  is  a  heavy  ground  rent  on  the 
property,  and  the  battalion  has  for  several  years  been 
struggling  against  discomfort  and  annoyances.  Notice 
to  quit  has  recently  been  served,  and  at  present  the 
place  is  occupied  on  sufferance  and  under  a  monthly 
tenancy,  with  the  prospect  of  an  early  ejectment,  in 
which  event  the  command  will  be  without  shelter.     A 
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proposition  is  on  foot  to  induce  the  city  to  erect  on  the 
site  of  the  Hanover  Market  (now  a  rickety  shed)  a  new- 
building  containing  a  large  hall,  to  be  occupied  as  an 
armory  for  the  battalion,  as  well  as  for  use  of  public 
assemblies.  This  movement  is  urged  by  very  many 
prominent  citizens  and  has  the  endorsement  of  a  very 
large  number  of  business  firms,  and,  it  is  hoped,  will 
meet  with  success. 

The  armory  at  Cumberland  of  the  Second  Battalion 
is  also  in  a  dilapidated  condition  and  unsuited  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  is  used. 

In  New  York  and  other  cities  very  expensive  armories 
have  been  erected,  and  nothing  left  undone  to  promote 
the  comfort  of  the  troops,  thus  testifying  to  the  great 
importance  attached  to  their  proper  maintenance  and 
to  the  reliance  placed  on  them  in  times  of  trouble. 

It  was  suggested  in  my  former  reports  that  there  be 
added  to  the  force  stationed  in  Baltimore  city  a  troop 
of  cavalry  and  a  battery  of  artillery.  I  cannot  too 
strongly  urge  such  an  increase.  Should  the  brigade  or 
any  portion  thereof  unfortunately  be  called  out  to  quell 
disorder  in  Baltimore  city,  or  elsewhere,  the  want  of 
these  arms  of  the  service  would  be  apparent  and 
seriously  felt.  Steps  should  be  taken  to  supply  such  a 
defect  in  our  military  establishment.  That  serious  riots 
may  and  do  occur  in  many  of  the  States  is  a  stubborn 
fact,  and,  arising  suddenly  and  without  warning,  as 
they  frequently  do,  our  militia  should  be  in  such  a  state 
as  to  promptly  and  efficiently  aid  the  police  force  in 
their  suppression.  Even  in  the  event  of  a  disastrous 
conflagration  the  services  of  the  troops  become  impera- 
tive in  guarding  public  and  private  property.  The 
excellent  police  force,  of  which  our  people  are  so  justly 
proud,  would  be  unable  at  such  a  time  to  perform  all 
the  duties  that  would  be  required  of  it. 

I  deem  it  also  very  important  that,  in  addition  to  the- 
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foregoing,  the  Fourth  Battalion  be  authorized  by  Act 
of  Assembly  to  recruit  its  organization  to  four  addi- 
tional companies,  so  that  under  the  proposed  reorganiza- 
tion it  may  have  a  regiment  of  ten  companies.  Thus, 
with  such  a  famous  regiment  as  the  Fifth,  under  com- 
mand of  Col.  W.  A.  Boy  kin,  and  the  Fourth,  which  has 
been  brought  to  a  faultless  condition  by  its  present  com- 
mander, Lieut. -Col.  Willard  Howard,  the  citizens  of 
Baltimore  might  rest  assured  of  absolute  safety  from 
any  lawless  element  which  might  threaten  the  peace  of 
the  city. 

"With  the  other  no  less  excellent  commands  through- 
out the  State,  under  soldierly  and  accomplished  officers, 
we  need  have  little  dread  of  such  unlawful  outbreaks 
as  have  inflicted  enormous  losses  and  paralyzed  great 
industries  in  some  of  our  neighboring  commonwealths. 

In  the  year  1853  a  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  requesting  the  Governor  to  apply  to  the 
United  States  Government  for  the  return  of  all  muster 
rolls  or  other  evidence  of  service  of  the  soldiers  of 
Maryland  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  in  the  war 
with  Great  Britain  in  the  year  1812,  and  also  a  resolu- 
tion requesting  him  to  apply  to  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment for  certified  copies  of  evidence  of  service  of 
officers  and  soldiers  who  served  in  the  war  with 
Mexico. 

As  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  nothing  has  been  done 
in  the  matter. 

It  is  quite  as  important  that  measures  be  taken  to 
procure  for  file  in  this  office  evidence  of  service  of 
officers  and  men  who  served  in  Maryland  organizations 
in  the  war  between  the  States.  Attention  to  this  matter 
has  been  called  in  my  former  reports.  As  then  stated, 
the  files  of  this  office  are  incomplete  and  of  but  little 
use  in  furnishing  information  constantly  sought  in 
order  to  prove  claims  for  pensions  and  for  other  pur- 
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poses.  It  is  unjust  to  the  men  who  served  in  the  late 
war.  They  have  a  right  to  demand  that  a  complete 
record  of  their  services  should  be  obtained,  published  in 
book  form  for  preservation,  and  placed  in  the  archives 
of  the  State. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  in  1888  a  joint 
resolution  was  passed  directing  the  Adjutant-General 
to  procure  from  the  Secretary  of  War  "all  standards, 
flags  and  colors  "  borne  by  the  troops  from  this  State  in 
the  army  of  the  United  States  during  the  war  of  1812, 
the  Mexican  war  and  the  war  between  the  States,  and 
also  such  flags  and  colors  as  were  borne  by  the  troops 
from  this  State  in  the  service  of  the  Confederate  States, 
with  the  exception  of  captured  flags,  and  preserve  them 
in  a  proper  manner  and  display  them  in  the  State  House 
at  Annapolis. 

Preliminary  steps  were  taken  in  compliance  with 
these  instructions;  but  as  no  appropriation  of  money 
was  made,  nothing  further  could  be  done.  In  order  to 
provide  suitable  cases,  and  meet  other  necessary  ex- 
penses, such,  as  freights,  etc.,  it  is  estimated  that  the 
sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  would  be  necessary. 

Brigadier-General  Stewart  Brown  and  his  very  effi- 
cient staff  have  devoted  much  time  to  the  affairs  of  the 
brigade,  and  they  are  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Commander-in-Chief  for  their  constant  at- 
tention to  their  respective  duties. 

It  cannot  be  doubted  that  the  Legislature  about  to 
convene  will  duly  appreciate  the  importance  of  main- 
taining the  National  Guard  in  a  proper  manner,  and 
will  make  such  an  appropriation  of  the  public  monies  as 
will  insure  its  usefulness  and  keep  it  on  a  footing  which 
will  enable  it  to  respond  to  any  call  which  may  be  made 
on  it  in  case  of  emergency.  I  have  the  honor  to  be,

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Report  op  Captain  S.  T.  Hamilton,  2d  U.  S.  Cav- 
alry, DETAILED  BY  THE  WAR  DEPARTMENT  TO  IN- 
SPECT Encampments  of  the  Maryland  National 
Guard. 

Baltimore,  Md.,  August  17,  1891. 
The  Inspector- General  U.  S.  Army: 

Sir — In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  letter  of 
instructions  dated  June  8, 1891,  I  arrived  at  the  encamp- 
ment of  the  Maryland  National  Guard  at  Loreley,  Md., 
Thursday,  July  9,  1891,  and  remained  until  the  breaking 
up  of  the  encampment,  July  18,  1891. 

I  was  present  at  and  observed  guard  mountings, 
drills,  dress  parades,  review  and  other  movements,  and 
participated  in  the  inspection  of  the  regiments  and  bat- 
talions. 

CAMP    GROUNDS. 

The  camp  ground  proper  is  about  500  yards  square 
and  contains  about  52  acres,  as  shown  in  the  enclosed 
photograph.  Immediately  adjoining  the  camp  ground 
is  ample  room,  1880x3300  feet,  for  drills,  dress  parades, 
battalion  and  brigade  movements.  The  ground  is  high 
and  specially  adapted  for  the  purpose  on  account  of  the 
natural  advantages  for  good  drainage,  is  well  covered 
with  grass,  and  is  composed  of  soil  that  absorbs  rain 
quickly  and  does  not  become  muddy,  rendering  the 
location  perfectly  healthy. 

CAMP. 

The  encampment  was  held  at  Loreley,  Md.,  on  the 
Philadelphia  branch  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road, thirteen  (13)  miles   north  of   Baltimore,  on  the 
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southwest  side  of  the  Big  Gunpowder  river.  The 
ground  is  owned  by  a  land  company,  and  called  Lore- 
ley  City.     It  is  laid  out  in  streets  and  avenues. 

The  camp  was  in  complete  readiness  for  the  State 
troops  upon  their  arrival,  and  upon  their  departure  they 
left  it  as  they  found  it.  The  camp  was  prepared  and 
broken  up  by  hired  laborers  under  the  direction  of  the 
brigade  quartermaster,  Major  C.  C.  Hall.  Small  wall 
tents  were  used,  with  three  (3)  men  to  each  tent.  Each 
command  had  cheap  wooden  buildings,  large  enough  to 
seat  the  officers  and  men  at  meals,  with  kitchen  sheds 
adjoining.  The  water-closets  were  also  cheap  wooden 
buildings.  One  wooden  building  for  brigade  head- 
quarters, one  for  stabling  horses,  one  small  building  for 
the  brigade  dispensary  and  four  small  buildings  for 
sinks — seventeen  in  all. 

These  buildings,  like  the  camp,  were  constructed  by 
contract,  under  the  direction  of  the  brigade  quarter- 
master. After  the  encampment  the  lumber  was  sold  to 
the  highest  bidder.  Officers  were  well  supplied  with 
tents,  one  for  each  company  commander  and  one  for 
the  subalterns.  The  tents  used  by  the  field  and  staff  of 
commands  were  hospital  tents  generally;  in  some  cases 
more  than  was  necessary  for  military  purposes.  The 
camp  was  abundantly  supplied  with  excellent  spring 
water,  with  a  hydrant  at  each  kitchen  and  wherever 
needed. 

The  water  was  concentrated  from  three  springs  and 
forced  into  large  wooden  tanks  through  pipes,  and  dis- 
tributed in  the  same  way  through  the  camp.  Excellent 
fuel  was  supplied;  in  some  cases  coal  stoves  were  used. 
The  camp  was  kept  clean  and  in  good  order  generally. 
The  camp  was  named  "Camp  Douglas,"  in  honor  of 
Col.  H.  K.  Douglas,  who  had  been  colonel  of  the  First 
Regiment,  M.  N.  G.,  for  some  years,  until  recently 
appointed  judge  by  the  Governor,     The  camp  was  com- 
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manded  by  Brigadier-General  Stewart  Brown,  supported 
by  a  competent,  energetic  staff,  who  arrived  in  camp 
on  the  evening  of  the  8th. 

troops.  « 

Reference  is  made  to  consolidated  morning  reports; 
also  to  copies  of  orders,  &c.  The  State  authorizes 
thirty-eight  companies  of  sixty  men  each.  The  number 
of  companies  enrolled  is  thirty-five,  which  are  grouped 
into  two  regiments,  three  battaliors  and  three  inde- 
pendent colored  companies.  Two  companies  are  in  a 
disorganized  state.  The  last  two  companies  will  be  dis- 
banded. 

BANDS. 

The  Fifth  Regiment  and  Fourth  Battalion  have  excel- 
lent bands.  The  band  of  the  First  Regiment  is  also 
good,  but  the  bands  of  the  Second  and  Third  Battalions 
present  in  camp  were  not  so  good.  The  bands  of  the 
First  Regiment  and  Fourth  Battalion  are  enlisted;  the 
others,  including  the  Fifth  Regiment,  are  hired  for  the 
occasion,  although  the  band  of  the  Fifth  Regiment 
nominally  belongs  to  it,  and  is  only  prevented  from 
enlisting  by  being  in  a  musical  union. 

ARMS,   ETC. 

The  troops  generally  are  armed  with  the  Springfield 
rifle,  cal.  45,  1873,  in  fair  condition  and  serviceable. 
Thfty  have  black  belts  and  the  McKeever's  box,  some  of 
which  are  much  worn  and  show  want  of  care  in  some 
instances;  they  should  be  replaced.  Blanket  bags  and 
canteens  were  generally  used. 

CLOTHING. 

The  First  Regiment  is  uniformed  complete  with  U.  S. 
regulation,  full  and  undress  uniforms,  with  overcoats 
almost  new,  and  presented  a  fine  appearance. 
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The  Second  Battalion  is  uniformed  with  the  U.  S. 
regulation  uniform,  full  and  undress,  with  overcoats; 
both  of  the  former  are  much  worn  from  long  use,  and 
the  necessity  of  re-issuing  to  men  after  being  worn  by 
others  during  an  enlistment  is  discouraging  to  men  who 
have  to  wear  them  under  such  circumstances.  The 
uniforms  of  this  command  should  be  generally  renewed. 

The  Third  Battalion  is  uniformed  similar  to  the 
Second  Battalion,  and  is  much  scattered  over  the  East- 
ern Shore  of  Maryland.  Thp  uniforms  show  the  effect 
of  long  wear  and  tear,  and  should  be  renewed  as  soon 
as  possible  in  order  to  stimulate  the  command.  The 
uniforms  of  this  command,  like  the  Second  Battalion, 
are  re-issued  to  men  after  being  worn  by  others  during 
an  enlistment.  These  commands  are  never  gotten 
together  except  at  the  State  encampments,  which  are 
held  biennially. 

The  Fourth  Battalion  was  reorganized  about  one  year 
ago,  since  which  time  it  has  been  uniformed  and 
equipped  throughout.  The  full  and  undress  uniforms 
are  U.  S.  regulation  pattern,  with  the  exception  of  the 
full  dress  coat,  which  is  made  double-breasted.  White 
trousers  and  helmets  were  occasionally  worn  in  camp. 

The  Fifth  Regiment.— The  full  dress  uniform  of  this 
command  is  of  gray  cloth,  coat  made  cutaway  and 
trimmed  with  gold  lace;  trousers  with  black  stripe,  with 
shako  and  pompon  to  correspond;  white  waist  and  cross 
belts,  with  black  patent  leather  cartridge  boxes.  The 
material  for  uniforms  is  furnished  from  the  appropria- 
tion made  by  the  State,  and  made  to  order,  the  addi- 
tional expense  above  that  allowed  is  made  up  by  contri- 
butions from  the  veteran  corps,  which  has  an  organiza- 
tion in  connection  with  the  regiment.  The  undress 
uniform  is  a  gray  forage  cap,  U.  S.  regulation  blouse 
and  gray  trousers,  the  former  and  latter  being  apart  of 
the  full  uniform.     In  order  to  complete  their  service 
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uniform,  I  would  recommend  that  this  regiment  be  sup- 
plied with  U.  S.  regulation  trousers  and  forage  caps. 
White  trousers  were  occasionally  worn  while  in  camp. 
The  last  two  commands  presented  a  fine  appearance. 

OFFICERS. 

The  full  dress  uniforms  of  the  officers  were  of  the 
U.  S.  regulation  pattern,  except  the  Fifth  Regiment, 
whose  officers  were  uniformed  in  gray,  except  the  dark 
blue  blouse.  Many  of  the  blouses  were  of  the  old  U.  S. 
pattern,  braided  and  left  open  at  the  hips.  Some  of  the 
general  staff  officers  attached  to  regiments  wore  the 
line  uniform  trimmings.  The  same  blouse  is  generally 
used  by  the  brigade  staff. 

GUARD   DUTY. 

Each  command  held  guard  mounting  immediately 
after  arriving  in  camp,  and  were  superintended  almost 
daily  by  the  regimental  and  battalion  commanders,  with 
one  exception.  Particular  attention  was  paid  to  this 
branch  of  instruction.  Guards  were  detailed  and 
mounted  by  regiment  and  battalion,  with  a  field  officer 
of  the  day.  Each  command  detailed  one  officer  of  the 
day  and  officers  of  the  guard,  the  latter  for  purpose  of 
instruction,  with  one  sergeant,  three  corporals  and 
eighteen  men  and  upward,  according  to  the  strength  of 
the  command  and  the  amount  of  ground  to  be  covered. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  encampment  the  command 
showed  a  lack  of  instruction,  generally,  in  this  duty, 
but  both  officers  and  men  seemed  to  appreciate  that 
fact,  and  realized  they  were  there  for  work,  and  as  a 
result  there  was  marked  improvement  from  day  to  day. 
Towards  the  close  of  the  encampment  the  degree  of  pro- 
ficiency reached  was  very  commendable. 
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DRILLS,    ETC. 

All  the  troops  arrived  in  camp  by  noon  of  Thursday, 
the  9th,  and  had  guard  mounting  soon  after.  Drills 
were  held  the  same  afternoon,  followed  by  brigade 
dress  paiacie  ettcn  day  afterward.  Drills  and  parades 
were  held  daily,  as  indicated  in  G.  O.  No.  7,  enclosed 
herewith.  The  drills  were  generally  by  battalion,  with 
both  battalion  and  company  skirmishing.  Brigade  drill 
was  held  during  the  ten  days  during  part  of  the  morn- 
ing drill  hour.  Each  command  was  inspected  separately 
by  the  brigade  commander  during  the  encampment. 
The  brigade  was  formed,  usually,  in  line  of  masses, 
each  command  having  a  band.  The  skirmish  drills 
were  very  ereditable.  There  was  some  skirmish  firing 
by  company  and  battalion.  The  distances,  wheels  and 
marching  in  line  of  skirmishers  were  well  executed  and 
gave  evidence  the  men  were  interested  in  their  work 
and  desirous  of  improving. 

TARGET   PRACTICE. 

Some  practice  was  held  at  200  yards,  but  not  enough 
to  determine  what  progress  might  have  been  made,  only 
two  stationary  targets  being  used. 

MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  officers  consisted  of  a  brigade  surgeon,  with  the 
rank  of  colonel;  one  assistant  was  detailed  daily  from 
one  of  the  commands.  Some  commands  had  one  sur- 
geon, with  the  rank  of  major,  and  an  assistant;  some 
but  one.  There  was  ample  medical  attendance.  There 
were  no  ambulances,  but  when  men  fainted  on  drills,  or 
were  taken  sick  in  quarters,  they  were  promptly  con- 
veyed to  the  brigade  hospital  on  litters,  where  they 
were  well  cared  for.  The  hospital  tents  contained 
twelve  beds  and  all  the  necessary  facilities  for  taking 
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care  of  the  sick,  being  under  charge  of  an  assistant 
surgeon  and  a  hospital  steward,  and  under  the  general 
supervision  of  the  brigade  surgeon. 

GOVERNOR  AND    STAFF. 

The  military  staff  of  the  Governor  visited  the  camp 
but  once,  and  then  only  for  a  few  hours  in  company 
with  the  Governor,  except  the  adjutant  general,  who 
came  several  times  for  a  few  hours  during  the  encamp- 
ment. On  the  15th,  the  day  the  Governor  visited  camp, 
he  was  met  at  the  railroad  station  by  two  members  of 
General  Brown's  staff  with  carriages,  and  after  driving 
a  few  hundred  yards,  they  were  received  by  General 
Brown  and  staff,  accompanied  by  the  field  and  staff  of 
the  different  commands  of  the  brigade,  in  full  uniform, 
and  escorted  to  the  camp.  Upon  the  approach  of  the 
Governor  the  appropriate  salute  was  fired  from  a  how- 
itzer, which  was  the  only  field  piece  in  camp.  The 
Governor,  being  ill,  remained  but  a  short  time  after  the 
review,  his  staff  leaving  the  same  evening. 

FINANCES. 

The  State  appropriation  for  the  ensuing  two  years  is 
forty  thousand  dollars  per  year.  The  money  is  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Adjutant  General  on  the 
approval  of  the  Governor.  During  the  encampment  the 
men  received  $1.33  per  day  and  40  cents  per  day  for 
subsistence;  they  are  transported  both  ways  without 
cost.  The  officers  are  allowed  the  same  pay  as  officers 
of  their  rank  in  the  U.  S.  Army,  with  40  cents  per  day 
for  subsistence.  This  year  the  State  deducted  30  per 
cent,  on  account  of  lack  of  money. 

MESS. 

The  troops,  generally,  are  subsisted  by  contract. 
Large  dining  sheds  were  erected  for  each  command, 
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sufficient  to  seat  them  all  at  once  by  company.  Dishes 
and  cooking  utensils  were  furnished  by  the  contractor. 
Large  ranges  were  used  for  preparing  the  meals,  except 
bread,  which  was  furnished  daily  from  Baltimore.  The 
Fifth  Regiment  has  its  own  range,  cooking  utensils, 
&c,  and  had  larger  variety  of  food,  its  subsistence 
department  being  under  the  direction  of  its  efficient 
commissary,  Captain  Johnson,  who  has  had  charge  of 
the  department  for  some  years.  The  additional  expense, 
beyond  that  allowed  by  the  State,  is  borne  by  the  offi- 
cers of  the  companies,  some  of  which  have  a  fund. 
They  are  strangers  to  the  army  ration,  and  would  not 
enjoy  it  at  first.  Their  Sunday  dinners  especially  would 
do  credit  to  a  first-class  restaurant  in  every  respect. 
The  food  of  the  whole  command  was  excellent.  The 
officers  messed  in  separate  buildings. 

DISCIPLINE. 

As  a  rule,  the  discipline  of  the  camp  was  very  good. 
There  was,  with  few  exceptions,  a  spirit  and  manner  of 
subordination  and  respect.  The  behavior  of  the  men 
generally,  both  in  and  out  of  camp,  reflect  great  credit 
upon  both  officers  and  men.  In  one  or  two  instances 
officers  appeared  reluctant  to  exercise  their  authority 
to  enforce  discipline.  This  is,  perhaps,  due  to  the  fact 
that  over  two-thirds  of  the  men  and  a  large  number  of 
the  officers  were  never  in  camp  before,  and  the  latter, 
in  a  number  of  cases,  newly  commissioned.  It  must 
also  be  remembered  that  at  home  officers  and  enlisted 
men  are  often  equals  socially  and  perhaps  peers  in  busi- 
ness; that  the  company  officers  are  elected  by  the  men 
when  a  vacancy  occurs,  and  that  the  command  is  in 
camp  only  ten  days  once  in  two  years.  Considering 
these  facts,  the  respect,  subordination  and  discipline 
observed  may  be  regarded  as  excellent.  In  some  com- 
mands discipline  appeared  to  be  almost  perfect.     Only 
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one  or  two  cases  of  disrespect  to  their  officers  came  to 
my  notice  during  the  entire  ten  days. 

WEATHER. 

The  weather  was  perfect  during  the  entire  ten  days, 
with  the  exception  of  the  day  of  the  Governor's  visit, 
when  it  rained  very  hard  for  about  two  hours  and  a 
half  early  in  the  afternoon,  and  some  rain  the  night 
before  leaving  camp,  after  which  it  cleared  off.  No 
suspension  of  ceremonies  or  drills  was  necessary  during 
the  entire  ten  days,  due  to  the  superior  drainage  and 
soil  of  the  location.

HEALTH. 

One  hospital  tent  contained  all  the  sick  in  hospital, 
which  were  only  from  minor  causes;  a  few  were  sick  in 
quarters  from  diarrhoea.  The  whole  number  of  sick 
during  the  entire  ten  days  was  not  more  than  would 
have  occurred  had  they  remained  at  home;  not  more 
than  two  men  were  in  hospital  at  any  one  time. 

PROFICIENCY   IN   DRILL,    ETC. 

The  drills  embraced  the  more  important  battalion 
movements;  in  one  or  two  commands  almost  all  the 
battalion  movements  were  executed.  The  brigade 
drills  consisted  of  a  few  movements,  which,  after 
repeating  a  few  times,  were  well  executed.  There  were 
no  failures  in  the  execution  of  any  movements  at- 
tempted, though  there  were  some  blemishes  and  irreg- 
ularities. They  always  got  there,  however,  without 
confusion  or  delay.  The  improvement  from  clay  to  day 
was  very  marked.  Many  movements  by  regiments  and 
battalions  in  some  commands  were  almost  faultless, 
and  would  reflect  credit  upon  much  experienced  troops 
which  might  be  cited  were  it  best  to  do  so;  but  in  justice 
to  those  who  perhaps  may  not  have  improved  the  rare 
opportunity,  I  refrain  from  naming  specially. 
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THE   PROVINCIAL   BATTALION. 


Consists  of  three  independeut  colored  companies,  two 
from  Baltimore  and  one  from  Cumberland.  The  com. 
panies  went  into  camp  on  the  line  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  railroad,  two  miles  from  Annapolis,  on  the  25th- 
July,  in  compliance  with  brigade  orders.  The  camp 
was  commanded  by  Captain  Robert  P.  Brown,  5th  regi- 
ment, assisted  by  two  officers  from  the  same  regiment 
and  one  surgeon  from  the  3d  battalion,  also  one  ser- 
geant-major, one  commissary,  one  quartermaster-ser- 
geant, one  color  bearer,  and  one  hospital  steward  de- 
tailed from  the  same  battalion.  The  camp  was  named 
"Camp  Annapolis."  I  visited  the  camp  several  times 
and  witnessed  some  drills,  and  a  review  on  Wednesday 
29th  by  the  Governor,  which  was  very  creditable  and 
reflects  great  credit  upon  the  command.  The  camp 
was  pitched  in  a  field  of  perhaps  twenty-five  acres,  the 
camp  proper  being  in  one  corner  of  the  field,  leaving 
ample  drill  ground  for  a  much  larger  command.  The 
camp  was  pitched  in  the  same  form  as  at  "Camp 
Douglas,"  kitchen,  dining  tents  and  sinks  being  cheap 
wooden  buildings  constructed  for  the  purpose.  They 
were  fed  by  the  same  caterer  and  in  the  same  manner 
as  at  the  other  camp. 

ARMS,    ETC. 

The  companies  are  indifferently  armed  ;  as  follows  : 
Captain  Spencer's  company  from  Baltimore  is  armed 
with  39  Springfield  rifles,  Cal.  45,  1873,  1878—21  Spring- 
field rifles,  Cal.  50,  1870 ;  Captain  Matthews'  company 
from  Baltimore,  20  Springfield  rifles,  Cal.  45,  1873—40 
Springfield  rifles,  Cal.  50,  1866—32  McKeever  boxes, 
good,  20  fancy  boxes,  not  serviceable. 

Captain  Burgee's  company  from  Cumberland,  20 
Springfield  rifles,  Cal.  45,  good,  40  Enfield  rifles,  Cal.  50, 
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not  good,  20  McKeever  boxes,  good,  40  obsolete  boxes, 
worthless. 

These  old  arms,  etc.,  should  be  changed  for  some- 
thing serviceable  and  more  modern,  in  order  to  en- 
courage both  officers  and  men,  and  render  them  service- 
able in  any  emergency.  The  arms  and  accoutrements 
generally  were  in  good  order.  Blanket  bags  and  can- 
teens were  used. 

GUARD   DUTY. 

The  guard  duty  was  good,  and  the  men  seemed 
anxious  to  be  detailed  in  order  to  learn,  and  made 
marked  improvement. 

CLOTHING. 

The  companies  have  full  dress  blue  uniform  coat, 
made  cutaway,  double  breasted  and  properly  trimmed 
with  gold  lace.  The  uniform  coat  is  their  own  property; 
it  is  neither  handsome  nor  serviceable.  The  U.  S.  reg- 
ulation undress  is  used  throughcmt,  but  needs  re- 
newing. 

DRILLS. 

Company  and  battalion  drills  were  held,  and  the  com- 
mand showed  the  good  effects  of  the  drills  while  in 
camp.  The  men,  naturally  are  fairly  set  up  on  account 
of  their  pride  in  being  in  a  military  organization. 

MEDICAL   DEPARTMENT. 

The  medical  facilities  and  attendance  were  excellent. 

WEATHER. 

There  was  some  rain  during  the  ten  days,  but  the  soil 
and  drainage  was  such  as  not  to  interfere  materially 
with  the  duties  of  the  camp. 
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HEALTH. 

The  health  of  the  command  generally  was  good  and 
is  shown  by  the  surgeon's  report. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  discipline  was  good  and  the  men  subordinate  and 
respectful. 

BAND. 

This  command  had  a  drum  corps  only. 

Both  officers  and  men  deserve  much  credit  for  the 
marked  improvement  shown  while  in  camp,  which  is 
largely  due  to  their  efficient  commander,  Captain 
Brown,  and  his  officers. 

Some  of  the  commands  of  the  State  are  so  apportioned 
by  company  squads  under  charge  of  non-commissioned 
officers  that  they  can  be  gotten  together  with  almost 
their  full  strength  within  a  few  hours,  ready  for  service 
in  any  part  of  the  State  accessible  by  rail  or  boat.  Com- 
mands that  are  much  scattered  over  the  State  should 
require  a  little  longer,  but  within  twenty-four  hours  the 
majority  of  the  command  would  be  concentrated. 

The  men  of  the  whole  brigade  are,  with  few  excep- 
tions, from  twenty  to  twenty-eight  years  of  age. 

The  troops  arrived  in  camp  at  the  designated  time 
and  debarked  in  from  two  to  three  minutes. 

The  brigade  has  had  an  organization  for  about  six 
years. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

After  consultation  with  the  Adjutant-General  of  the 
State  and  General  Brown,  I  would  strongly  recommend 
that  the  State  law  be  modified  so  as  to  authorize  annual 
encampments,  from  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  the 
men  and  a  large  number  of  officers  are  never  in  camp 
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but  once  during  their  enlistment  of  three  years  ;  as  a 
result  the  whole  guard,  under  existing  laws,  undergoes 
almost  a  complete  reorganization  from  one  encamp- 
ment to  another. 

ARTILLERY. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  the  State  make  a  small 
increase  in  its  appropriation  for  the  organization  of  a 
battery  of  artillery,  consisting  of  three  gattling  and 
one  Hotchkiss  guns  for  use  in  case  of  riots  on  being 
called  into  service  of  any  kind. 

CAVALRY. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  a  troop  of  cavalry  be 
organized  for  service  with  the  guard. 

Both  of  these  commands  could  be  readily  recruited  in 
the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  the  men  would  furnish  their 
own  horses.  The  expense  would  be  comparatively 
small  and  would  require  but  a  slight  increase  in  the  ap- 
propriation on  the  part  of  the  general  government  and 
the  state  to  supply  the  equipments  and  uniforms.  The 
organization  of  these  two  important  commands  would 
not  increase  the  number  of  companies  now  authorized 
by  law,  and  in  case  of  an  emergency  the  State  would  be 
more  than  compensated. 

The  State  may  well  be  proud  of  her  guard,  which 
would  doubtless  sustain  her  reputation  should  an  emer- 
gency arise. 

In  closing,  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Ad- 
jutant-General of  the  State  ;  also  to  General  Brown  and 
staff,   and  to   the    different   regimental   and    battalion 
commanders  and  officers  for  much  information,  and  for 
the  many  courtesies  received  while  in  the  two  camps.

Colonel  Henry  Kyd  Douglas,  1st  Regiment  Infantry, 
Maryland  National  Guard,  having  been  appointed  by 
the  Governor  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
Andrew  K.  Syester,  associate  judge  of  the  Fourth  Judi- 
cial Circuit,  and  having  accepted  the  same,  the  tender 
of  his  resignation  of  this  date  is  received  with  regret, 
and  his  resignation  is  hereby  accepted . 

The  services  of  Col.  Douglas  in  the  Maryland  National 
Guard  have  been  of  such  a  character  as  entitles  him  to 
this  public  acknowledgment. 

His  military  accomplishments  and  intelligent  devo- 
tion to  the  duties  of  his  office  have  brought  his  own 
command  to  a  high  state  of  efficiency,  and  his  example 
has  had  a  marked  effect  on  the  whole  military  organiza- 
tion of  the  State.

>•     Adjutant-General's  Office, 
No.  2.  )  Annapolis,  June  1,  1891. 

I.  The  Biennial  Encampment  of  the  Maryland  Na- 
tional Guard,  (with  the  exception  of  the  "Baltimore 
Rifles"  and  the  "Monumental  City  Guards"  of  Balti 
more  city,  and  the  "Allegany  County  Guards"  of 
Cumberland,  all  colored,  the  time  and  place  for  which 
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will  be  announced  in  future  orders),  will  be  held  at 
Loreley,  on  the  Philadelphia  division  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad,  commencing  July  9th  and  ending 
July  18th,  1891. 

II.  Brigadier-General,  Stewart  Brown,  commanding 
the  First  Brigade,  will  command  the  camp.  He  will 
direct  the  movement  of  the  troops,  and  contract  for 
their  transportation. 

III.  Subsistence  will  be  commuted  at  forty  cents 
per  day  for  each  officer  and  man  present  in  camp.  Re- 
quisitions for  funds  must  be  verified  by  morning 
reports. 

IV.  The  law  fixes  the  pay  of  the  troops  as  follows  : 
"To  each  enlisted  man  present  in  camp  one  dollar  and 
thirty-three  cents  per  day,  and  to  each  officer  present 
at  the  same  rate  per  diem  that  officers  in  the  service  of 
the  United  States  receive";  provided,  however,  "that 
none  of  such  allowances  shall  be  made  unless  there  is 
sufficient  money  on  hand  and  otherwise  unused."  In 
order  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  encampment  it  is  ne- 
cessary to  make  a  reduction  of  thirty  per  centum,  and- 
on  this  basis,  before  breaking  camp,  pay-rolls  will  be 
made  out,  duly  signed  and  witnessed,  and  forwarded  to 
the  Adjutant-General,  in  order  to  facilitate  prompt  pay- 
ment. Blank  forms  will  in  due  time  be  furnished  from 
the  office  of  the  Adjutant-General. 

V.  Excuses  for  non-attendance  will  be  rigidly  scru- 
tinized by  commanding  officers. 

VI.  Only  duly  enlisted  and  uniformed  men  will  be 
entitled  to  transportation,  with  the  exception  of  the 
following  allowance  for  servants  :  to  the  Brigadier- 
General  commanding,  one ;  to  Brigade  headquarters, 
one  ;  to  Brigade  staff,  three  ;  to  each  regimental  or  bat- 
talion commander,  one  ;  to  each  regimental  or  battalion 
staff,  three;  to  each  company,  two. 

VII.  Transportation  and  forage  for  the  horses  will 
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be  allowed  as  follows  :  to  brigade  commander,  two  ;  to 
brigade  staff,  one  each  ;  to  regimental  or  battalion  com- 
manders, one  each  ;  to  regimental  or  battalion  staff, 
one  each. 

VIII.  No  substitutes  will  be  permitted,  and  no  re- 
cruits will  be  accepted  unless  duly  enlisted  for  the 
period  prescribed  by  law. 

IX.  Companies  arriving  at  camp  with  less  than 
seventy-five  per  cent,  of  their  enlisted  strength,  or  not 
showing  a  reasonable  and  proper  degree  of  proficiency, 
will  be  reported  by  the  Brigadier-General  commanding 
to  the  Adjutant-General  for  the  action  of  th'e  Governor 
and  commander-in-chief,  with  a  view  to  disbandment. 

X.  No  privileges  whatever  will  be  granted  to  any 
venders  or  pedlers  of  any  kind  within  the  limits  of  the 
camp,  except  to  sutlers  authorized  by  the  Brigadier- 
General  commanding,  and  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  of  every  sort  is  strict'y  forbidden.
